The spy had to serve out
his trumped-up term. The matter
reached the ears of congress, Sen-

ator Borah defended the ‘warden,
attacked the spy system. At the
request of the department of jus-

tice Warden Snook resigned. Furore
in Wuashington.  The  department
then issued a statement declaring
the Snook resignation was the re-
sult only of conditions in the peni-
tentiary, not becanse of the spy
afrfuir,

Liquor in a legation
or embassy has never been subject
to seizure. But the transportation
of liquor is against the law. As a
rule foreign diplomats have detailed
official attaches to drive trucks
bearing liquor to their homes. ,In
the case of Siam now at issue this
was not done. Wherefore the driver
of the truck was technically guilty
of a breach of the law, despite the
fact that he was headed for a for-
‘eign legation. The btate depart:
ment confesses -its embarrassment
over ‘thecd¥e 'and refuses to com-
ment although -an investigation is
under way. At the treasury Secre-
tary Mellon said that inasmuch as
the liquor was destined for the le-
gation its transportation did not
come widhin the'scope of the liquor
laws.  Attorney General Palmer, on
the other hand declared:

MOt is unlaw(ul to cause intoxi-
cating liquors to be transported
from- Baltimore, for instance, to
Washington. I apprehend that onc
could not  successfully defend
againt an indictment for  such
transportation by showing that.the
lHquors transportéd were the goods
and chattels of a foreign diplomatic
representative,”
